Senator McCumber, Republican, of 
North Dakota, a member of the for­ 
eign relations committee, who stead­ 
fastly refuses to join the party opposi­ 
tion to President Wilson's policy, ad­ 
dressed the senate at length in sup­ 
port of the repeal.

Hay Pauncefote treaty and against tho 


spirit of the senate when the treat) 
was ratified. 
For congress to insist 
upon such exemption, ho said, was to 
hide behind the American flag while 
burglarizing the treasury for the bene­ 
fit of "a coastwise shipping trust.” 
Characterizing as ridiculous the con­ 
tention that tolls exemption was a 
necessity in order to keep down rail 
rates, the senator insisted that the In­ 
terstate commerce commission had 
full power to regulate railroad rates, 
and that It was folly for the govern­ 
ment to seek to “ ransom itself from 
piracy to hire a competitor.”
